The Augusta department re- 
sponded but the MaysvtUe department 
did not make the trip for they felt 
they would be of little service. 

Fire Chief RalUt Newell explained 
that the equipment of the local de- 
partment would be of no serrlee in 
BrooksvlUe because that town had no 
water system and as the engines only 
carried about forty gallons of chemi- 
oals oaoh this would be of litUe ser- 
Tioe in a lire of svoh large propor- 
tlona. 

The buildings damaged oc destroyed 
by the fire were: Flannery's store, 
Morihead's Grocery, Holen's Confec- 
tionery, Senator Byron's law office, 
Parson's Insurance office and Corlls & 
ThompiOB's undertaking rooms. The 
etuM o( the Are is said to have been 
a defeetiTe ilue and the damage is not 
yet estimated but will probably be 
more than |30,000. 

There was little insurance carried 
on the buildings and about one-fourth 
of the oontenU of the bolldlngi are 
eovwed l(y insurande.

FREEDOM OR WAR 
SAYS IRISH LEADER 
W ANJTEIVIEW 

Head of Revolting Irishaua Says Tie. 

lenee is Only Alternative If Con- 
to Extend RighU 
fa Msh. 

A United Frees dispatch published 
in afternoon papers this afternoon 
aaya in part: 

Dublin, February S4— "Violence will 
be^he only alternative remaining to 
Irish patriots if the peace conferees 
at Paris fail to take steps to extend 
self-determination to Ireland." 

Edward De Valera, fugitive presi- 
dent of the revolutionary Sinn Fein 
party, made this prediction to me two 
houra ago at a secret midnight inter- 
view. 

"This means something like con- 
tinued revolution until Ireland'srights 
are recognized, " he said. His black 
eyes flashed when he said it, his big 
Jaw squared. He spoke quietly. Nev 
ertheless he was emphatic. 

De Valera, American-born son of 
an Irish mother and a Spanish father, 
is the soul of the Irish revolutionary 
movement. British secret police have 
been hunting him ever since his ro' 
mantle escape 11 days ago from Lin- 
coln ]all on the eiut coast of Bngland 
I am told that only five persons In 
the United States knew be was hiding 
within a few miles of Dublin. Not far 
from where we met, there were thou- 
sands of English soldiers. Dublin 
swarms with them, as does all Ire 
land. 

These troops, tin-hatted, fully equip- 
ped and armed, guard every public 
building and aU bridges, docks and 
railroad stations. Their presence has 
created a tense feeling. Many con 
tinually fear clashes between soldiers 
and civilians. 

"De Valera Is risking his liberty In

The government took the railway.s over, and what happened? 

To keep the lines runninp; at all under the resultant confusion 
of the transfer Mr. MoAdo(|i)ourpd $220,000,000 cat of the treasury 
at once. That should have been enough, but it wasn't. He boosted 
freight and passenger rates by 40 per cent.— a thing no private com- 
pany on earth would have dared to do— and he out service to the very 
bone, cut it to the poinl of actual discomfort for passengers and-ta 
the danger point for many manufacturers. 

And the net result of all this— so far at least— is a deficit of a 
quarter of a million and a daily loss, as has been said, of about a 
million dollars.

Supreme War ConncJl Settles Mattel 
of Gerstany's Army— Only IWfiW 
Mm: Allowed to Beioar- 
Otksr HMters fletUei. 

Paris, March 11— The Supreme War 
Council yesterday finally adopted the 
mUUary terms of German disarnia- 
m«Bt These provide tor an army of 
100,000 men, enlistsd (or It years. 

The Supreme Coonoil also settled 
the disputed question Of representa- 
tion of the small powers on tne eco- 
nomical and financial commissions of 
tb9' ^eaoe conference by deciding to 
nSko the representatives itself, thus 
•limtnating all contention between the 
Bnropesn and Latln-Amorloan coun- 
tries as to proportionate mpresenta- 
Uon. 

This decision was rached on a re- 
port pf M. Pichon, the French Foreign 
Minister, which recommended that na- 
tlohs like Brazil, Panama and Cuba 
wUek had special interests involved 
in tht iidiMt of these commissions, or 
which had taken some part In the war, 
•h<^ld be represented In any case. 

The tmall nations had asked that 
their representation be increased to 
tan members, In order to satisfy all 
parties. The council decided to in- 
orsase their representation to seven 
■smlTTTf on ,aaeh commission, to be 
selected by tiie eonneil itself. 

Following the meeting of the Com- 
mittee on Ports, Waterways and Rail- 
ways, this report was Issued:

CLOTHING BADLY 
NEEDED IN FRANCE 
SAYS RED CROSS 



Befngees la France Are More In 5eed 
of CletUjly Thaa food M FNseat 
Bel e^Ht Ikin, 

Word has juat come to Lake Divis- 
ion headquarters in France that the 
need for clothing among hundreds of 
thouaands of refugees in France Is 
even more ImpenitiTe than food. That 
le the substance of a sUtement con- 
tained In the report of fifty Inveatlga- 
tora of the American Red Cross worli- 
ing among the 200,000 refugees gath- 
ered In and about .Paris. The report 
says^ 

"&(ost of the refu^ families man- 
age to nourish themselves on the Gov- 
ernment, allowanee and their smalt 

wages, hut they are by no means able 
to clothe (iiemselves. As the present 
prIceH of clothing in France are pro- 
hibitive, the need for this kind of as- 
sistance Is obvious. Accordingly, we 
decided to give food only when spe- 
cial nourishment wu ordered by a 
physician, but to continue to look af- 
ter the clothing need as imperative." 

It is estimated that the German In- 
vasion of France and Belgium made 
wanderers of 1,260,000 formerly happy 
country people of Uiese eountrlas. 

Now that ihli ijoUlet1siM«r and the 
occupied tarrltortsa of fhuiee aad 
Belgium have been liberated, these re- 
fugees are hastening back to their for- 
mer homes in large numbers. They 
have no thought of the ruins, the cold 
weather, or their condition as regards 
sufllclent clothing, only the longing to 
get baek to their homes oocupy their 
minds.

EflDEHIC IN OHIO 

. Dettk Bate b Hlfher Proporttoaately 
TlMii In Dcfember State Health 

Ofllrer Sbjth. 

Columbus, Ohio. Mardi 12— Ohio la 
in the grip ot the third wave of the 
Influensa epidemic, State Health Com- 
mlutoner A. W. Freeman declared to- 
day. A strange feature about It, he 
said, is the severity of the attacks. 
While not nearly bo virulent as In the 
October epidemic, tlic case are more 
severe than In December, he said. 

The death rate Is higher according 
to its number ot oases than in De- 
cember, he said, although the number 
of cases are fewer. Persons attacked, 
therefore, should take the illness ser- 
iously, and take every precaution 
against pneumonia. Dr. Freeman 
urges. 

Dr. Freeman believes this to be the 
last rebrudesoenoe of the disease un- 
til next fall. Continued warm weath- 
er, he predicts, practically will end 
the epidemic.
